effect upheld the constitutionality. o< 
the so-called enlistment section oJl 
the espionage act of 1917. 


Opinion Unanimous 


, The opinion of the court wat 
unanimous. 


As in the case of the espioaag* 


cases decided last Monday, the in- < 
peme court is its opinion again to- 
day made nc specific ruling upon tha 
constitutionality 
of the espionage 


act: 
The court based its opinion 


largely upon that part of the indict- 
ment charging obstruction of re- 
cruiting service. 


This part of the act which it sec- 


tion 3, part 1, is the most drastic 
in the measure and not only makca 
it a misdemeanor to circulate falsa 
reports, but also prohibits the ut- 
terance or writing of "disloyal, pro- 
fane, scurrilous or abusive 
lan- 


guage" about the American form ot 
government, military, forces, flag 01 
uniforms or which is intended to 
bring them into contempt or indeed 
to encourage resistance to the Unit- 
ed States or to cripple the country 
In the prosecution of war." 


Debs, four times a candidate f OT 


president-of the United States, be- 
gan life as a locomotive fireman on 
the Terre Haute and Indianapolis 
railroad. 
He was born in Terre 


Haute, Ind., srxty-fonr years ago. 
For years- he was prominent in tha 
firemen's . brotherhood, playing an 
active part in. several, big strikes, 
In 1885 .he was a member of the In-
